One-sixth of the Book Collection Brings 
$ 27 , 229 . 10 . 

Both the afternoon and evening sessions 
yesterday of the sale at the American Art 
Association, Broadway and Twenty-third 
Street, of the effects of the late Augustin 
Daly were devc-ted to the further disposal 
of Mr. Daly’s immense library. In the 
afternoon Dots 650 to 975 and in the even¬ 
ing Lots 976 to 1,281 were sold. As the to- ' 
tal number of lots in the collection of books 
is 3,787, less than a sixth of the library has 
at present been disposed of. 

The large number of outsiders present at 
the sales did not prevent by far the larger 
number of lots going to the dealers. The 
biggest buyers were again George D. Smith, 
Dodd, Mead & Co., Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
and .1. O. Wright & Co. 

Some of the largest prices ever paid at 
auction for books in this city were given 
at the sales yesterday. The highest figure 
of the day was $4,300, which was paid by 
Dodd, Mead & Co. for Peter Cunningham’s 
“ Story of Nell Gwyn and the Sayings of 
Charles II.,” (London, 1852.) This book 
was extra illustrated with great lavishness. 
Mr. Wright said in his catalogue that it 
was impossible to give an idea of the ' 
wealth of material in it. He then proceed¬ 
ed to devote two pages of the catalogue to 
a bare enumeration of some of the treas¬ 
ures of rare prints in brilliant condition 
and of early impression with which the 
work, extended to four volumes, was en¬ 
riched. 

All the books by Mr. Daly, each single 
one of which was unique in one way or an¬ 
other, fetched high prices. His “ Peg Wof¬ 
fington,” with rare plates, autographs, and 
plav bills inserted, was bought by George 
D. 'Smith for $2,850. J. O. Wright gave 
$2,100 for another copy of the same work, 
with other rare extra illustrations. An¬ 
other specimen of the care and money lav¬ 
ished by Mr. Daly on his books was Dick¬ 
ens’s “ Account of the Origin of the Pick¬ 
wick Papers.” This was enriched by many 
autographs and plates, and was knocked 
down to Mr. Smith for $1,700. Dodd, Mead 
& Co. bought Forster’s ” Life of Dickens,” 
with many inserted illustrations, for $l’OS0, 
and Dickens’s “ Letters,” with similar en¬ 
richments, for $1,120. A collection of Dick¬ 
ens autograph letters, bound in two vol¬ 
umes, was bought bv Mr. Benjamin for 
$1,000. Many other books brought high 
prices. The total sum realized at the aft¬ 
ernoon and evening sales was $27,229.10.

The state¬ 
ment of receipts contains particulars of extreme interest, 
among which may be noted the benefits of Peg Woffington, 
Mrs. Pritchard, Mrs. Cibber, Kitty Clive, Macklin, Dr. Arne, 
Dr. Johnson (in connection with his play of Irene), Barry, 
Woodward, and others, besides several private benefits of Gar¬ 
rick’s, respecting which the author says: “The reason of

This library of old play-bills, etc., may be said to be unique. No 
other collection of the kind is known to exist, and it may 
be questioned whether such another could again be made. The 
Shakespeare collection, for instance, contains play-bills of 32 
plays, and lacks only the second and third parts of Henry VI., 
Troilus and Cressida, Titus Andronicus, and Pericles. The 
number of play-bills in each case may be taken as an index of 
the popularity of the various plays. Hamlet comes first, with 
353 hills; of Macbeth there are 325; Othello, 236; Richard the 
Third, 205; the Merchant of Venice, 200; Romeo and Juliet, 
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194; and of As You Like It, 158; whereas there are only two 
each of Timon of Athens and Antony and Cleopatra, and only 
one each of Love’s Labor’s Lost and of the first, part of Henry 
VI. It becomes interesting, again, to note the comparative 
popularity of the various parts. We have, for instance, 125 
different actors playing the part of Hamlet, and 177 of Ophelia; 
94 of Romeo, and 94 of Juliet; 116 of Macbeth, and 135 of 
Lady Macbeth, and so on. 

The “Waverley” collection would be made complete by the addi¬ 
tion of bills of The Betrothed, Anne of Geierstein, Count 
Robert of Paris, Castle Dangerous, the Surgeon’s Daughter, 
and Rokeby (if ever dramatized). Rob Roy comes first in 
popularity, with 299 bills, followed by Guy Mannering with 
266. In the former there^are 116 different actors performing 
the title role, and 106 different Baillie Nicol Jarvies. Guy 
Mannering shows a proportionate number in the leading parts. 

That the Scotch collection (outside “ Waverley”) can be slightly 
increased is certain. 135 plays may not appear to be a large 
number, and yet only six or so of these seem to have been in 
existence in the last century, Douglas being the most popular. 
Some of the last century Scotch bills, scattered throughout the 
collection, are exceptionally interesting, belonging, as they do, 
to the first patent theatre in Scotland—the Theatre Royal, 
Canongate, and to the first theatre in the new town, Edinburgh. 
In 1827 James Laitig, the antiquarian bookseller, presented 
them to Mrs. Nasmyth (the wife of the painter), with the 
remark that they were probably the earliest Scotch bills in 
existence. Mr. J. C. Dibdin, author of the “ Annals of the 
Edinburgh Stage,” believes they are still the earliest known to 
exist. 

The bills illustrating the progress of “ Music on the British 
Stage ” contain the names of all the great singers who appeared 
during nearly a century and a half, from Handel’s tenor, Beard, 
Dr. Arne’s tenor, Lowe, Mrs. Clive, Mrs. Cibber, Anne Catley, 
and Charles Dibdin (in his teens), etc., to Malibran, Grisi, 
Jenny Lind, Alboni, Titiens, Patti, Nilsson, Trebelli, Albani, 
etc., Lablache, Rubini, Mario, Braham, Reeves, Santley, 
Tamagno, etc. Beginning, appropriately, with the Beggar’s 
Opera, it ends with Wagner’s Parsifal and Verdi’s Otello. 
It takes in the revival, the climax, and the decline of Italian 
opera in England. It shows the gradual progress of national 
opera in the triumphs of Dibdin, Shield, Storace, Michael 
Kelly, Sir lienry Bishop, Rooke, Barnett, Wallace, Balfe, 
Benedict, Macfarren, etc.; the praiseworthy struggles of 
Arnold, Harrison, Louisa Pyne, etc.; the modern successes of 
“ Gilbert and Sullivan,” of “ Stephenson and Cellier,” in 
comic opera and in comedy opera, and of the “ Carl Rosa 
Company,” in their efforts to promote “ Opera in English.” 
“ First night ” and “ Never acted ” bills are numerous through¬ 
out. The “Waverley” section contains many interesting 
autograph letters of Sir Walter Scott, James Ballantyne, 
Archibald Constable, Cadell, Lockhart, and of their friends

and contemporaries, and of numerous others. As Sir Walter, 
in the “Waverley ” novels, did not confine himself to Scotch 
subjects, the letters are representative, in like manner, of all 
shades of noted men, including leading modern authors. The 
autograph letters, etc., in the musical section are equally 
interesting and numerous.

Wilkie Collins endorses the use of tobacco in sickness and 
health. Dr. Darwin drinks wine under the advice of all his 
doctors, and confesses that snuff affords him a great stimulus. 
Prof. Edison accepts chewing tobacco as more beneficial than 
smoking or drinking. Gladstone detests smoking, but drinks 
about 4 glasses of claret, etc., per day. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
tolerates, but does not advocate, the use of stimulants. Ruskin 
abhors the use of tobacco as tending to idleness and spitting. 
Mark Twain smokes at least 300 cigars a month, and finds 2 
glasses of champagne an admirable stimulant to the tongue. 
Perhaps the most comprehensive letter in the group comes 
from Hubert Howe Bancroft. He writes, “ Some constitutions 
are benefitted by a a moderate use of tobacco and alcohol ; 
others are not,” and Punch’s advice to people who contem¬ 
plate matrimony seems to color the entire correspondence. 
Whether you do or do not, the regret is in equal proportion.
